of perso.mil selection abolished. 


The fuel is that the civil service is not yet 


where it WHS before CJiover Cleveland loaded 
it with several thousand new places ufler he 
had tilled them w i t h his own Democratic ap- 
pointees, before he velired from office. 
The 


wonder is, under the eircumstunce*, that 
President McKiulcy waited so long before 
milking his order. 


While the President has exempted about 


four thousand places, President Cleveland 
included about 800,000 offices in hi." order, 
so that President McKinley might make sev- 
eral more orders and still leave the civil ser- 
vice loaded willi the result of Cleveland's 
packing. 
The exemptions made iu the re- 


cert order were urged by the heads ol the 
\urioiis departments of the government, and 
will 
benefit 
the general service. 
Iu our 


opinion the civil service proposition is a 
farce und it was a mistake for the St. Louis 
convention to make any declaration in its 
favor. 
The examinations, us conducted, 


rurely result in the best person qualified for 
the position getting tlie appointment, 
if the 


idea of civil service is correct iu principle it 
Miould apply to every brunch of government. 
If it is right that 1000 men shall be kept in 
office for life it is right that 100,000 should 
be accorded the same privilege.

affair is all wrong and should be wiped out 


of existence or else it should bo extended to 


| cover every governmental position.

NO EXTRA SESSION. 


When the organs of the Flinn-Mar- 


tln insurgents get hard up for sensa- 
tions they repeat the old chestnut 
that an extra session of the legislature 
is about to be called to settle the Uni- 
ted States senatorship. They are at 
it again now with the piece of lunacy 
that President McKinley is desirous 
that this shall he done in order that 
there may not. be any doubt about the 
seat. 


It has been pointed out before that 


this is all very absurd. To call an 
extra session would require the expen- 
diture of a large sum of money, and 
that money does not happen to be in 
the treasury. Besides, nothing can be 
accomplished. Since the acquittal and 
vindication of Senator Quay by the 
court, it is very certain that no mem- 
ber of the legislature who voted for 
him could be induced to change his 
vote. It is not at all improbable that 
some of those who trained with the 
Flinn-Martin insurgents are thorough 
ly ashamed by this time, and would 
not hesitate to vote for Quay now if 
they had an opportunity, but there 
would not be enough of them to break 
the deadlock.

spoonbill is, but all those who do know 
thiit every spring this fish is tlie espe- 
cial prey of >Shippingpnrt fishermen, 
who catch them in great numbers be- 
low the falls. 


The spoonbill is probably the largest 


fish that swims the Ohio river. He is 
anywhere fiom a foot long to six feet, 
bnt also half of him is bill. The hill in 
spoon shaped, bnt is a single one. 
The 


lower lip ia short, the bill being used 
much like a spiide. 
The spoonbill haa 


no scales, bnt is'covered with u tongh 
liide. 
Altogether he is an uncanny ob- 


ject and far from a delicacy in appear- 
ance. He is also called by some "sbovel- 
nose cat." 


Every spring spoonbills in schools 


visit the falls of; the Ohio. It is a tradi- 
tion that they conie up all the way 
from tbe gulf oE Mexico every spring to 
spawn at the falls, but more credit is 
given the theory thut they live scat- 
tered in the river right along and only 
congregate in tlie spawning season.— 
Louisville Ccnrier-Journal.
